Sir: 


As the trade dollars redeemed by the Assistant Treasurer in you city and to be transferred 
to you to be convocated into bars I have in order to secure an accord of the same requested the 
Secretary of the Treasury to increase your bullion fund by a transfer of one million trade dollars 
to be delivered to you by the Assistant Treasurer from time to time in sums of One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars or in such amounts as you can melt the same day as received. 


As these coins are transferred you will take them up at their face value. They will not be 
entered upon your abstract sheets nor transferred to the Melter and Refiner but will be melted 
and kept in your custody in a separate account called “Trade Dollar Account”. 


These coins should be run into bars of a maximum weight of about 1200 ounces and 
stamped “TIT. 1887.”
